It can be here stated that those 
torn hosts, our allies, have accom- 
plished the greatest feat of the 
world’s history.

That is, they credited the allies with 
being 30 per cent. stronger than they 
knew them-to be. Surely nothing on 
earth could stand before their drive, 
even ‘though that something were 30 
per cent. stronger than reckoned. 
Today Germany knows as she 
never knew before that she cannot 
estimate the tenacity of the French 
or British soldicrs. She knows that 
she has all along underestimated thic 
fighting qualitics of these free pco- 
ple. She is beginning to understand 
that there is another clement .in war- 
fare besides number of men and 
weight of guns, It must be getting 
through even the thick head of ,a 


German military commander that 
there is something superior in the 
British and French to their own 


dumb soldiers. 

Manhood! That is what Germany 
miscalculated. Courage! She failed 
to put it upon paper! Grit, deter- 
mination not to allow the Huns to 
pass, righteousness of the cause and 


the inspiration that comes from 
righteousncss—that is what Ger- 
many could not calculate. And, 
thank God for these virtues of the

McCudden, who is now twenty- 
three years old, entered the British 
army as a bugler cight years ago. 
He went.to France as’a private _in 
the ‘original expeditionary force. 
Having had some experience in the 
air he was pressed into service ..as 
an observer at Mons and gave valu- 
able information of enemy move- 
ments during the retreat. From a 
sergcant he was promoted to a com- 
missioned rank as an observer and 
quickly won fame for his, handling 
of a machine gun in aerial. fighting.

Prof. John Macoun, Vominion _ bot- 
anist, has been delegated to recom- 
mend a flower that will ve acceptable 
to all the people in all the provinces. 
The flower, it is considered, should 
be ore that is found everywhere, onc 
that. has beauty or utility and which 
could } . made a fit subject for patri- 
otic song. 

People from all over Canada are. 
sending suggestions to Prof. Macoun, 
Among these is R. H. McDonald, of 
Winnipeg, who has written recom- 
mending the adoption of the orange 
red lily, a flower that seems to grow 
everywhere, It will soon be flaunting 
its vivd orange against the no Icss 
vivid rreen of prairie ridges in this 
province. It also adorns the stony 
pasture hills of the east and the 
rolling foothills of the west. : 

Other flowers which -are being 
mentioned are the omnipresent gold- 
enrod. This. flower, however, 1s 
common all over .the continent’ and 
has something of the nature of a 
weed, although of great utility as 
one of the best honey plants. 

The wild rose, very common on 
the prairic, is also found in other 
Provinces, but the fact that it is the 
emblem of England spoils its chances 
for being adopted here. : 

The choice of a national- flower 
emblem is a difficult matter and there 
will, no doubt, be much opposition to 
the adoption of the orange red lily. 
The: maple leaf, long accepted as the 
emblem of Canada, is not suitable, 
as the sugar maple is unknown in 
the prairie provinces.

Many systems of artificial aids. to 
memory have been invented, but they.

Cutting the 


Enemy’s Claws 


German Colonies and the’ British 


Self-governing Dominions - 


Tt is rather premature to’ ~disctss 
the question of the disposition of 
Germany’s. captured colonies unti 
the war is over and won, but in the 
debate on the vote of credit of -£600- 
000,000 for the purposes ofthe war 


_dn-the British house of commons. on 


March 7 last, reference was made to 
the former German colonies an 
their future, and Mr. Donald Mc- 
Master, a Canadian member of the 
imperial hotse, and one who keeps 
elosely in touch with public opinion 
in this Dominion, addressed some 
very plain words of advice to all 
British statesmen on this subject of 
the disposition of the ‘German col- 
onfes after the war. According to 
the official report in the British Han- 
sard, Mr. McMaster onda part: 

“Although we may. pride ourselves 
at the moment on having-caused the 
German colonics to disappear, and on 
being temporarily in possession of 
them, we must never forget that if 
we fail in the main centres of action 
those colonics will follow the result 
there. Our possession is a mere 
temporary possession which depends 
on the result in the main theatre of 
war, and therefore our interest, and 
the interest of the Dominions, is in 
success in the imain centres of action. 
The Dominions overseas haye shown 
thelr appreciation of that by sending 
their forces to the main centres of 
action in order that we may;achicve 
a successful result there, 

“As to the main centre of action, 
I am incliacd to think that the chan- 
cellor of the .cxchequer'’s view gave 
a trite appreciation of what the sit- 
uation is there. I do not think we 
should be carried away by making a 
distribution-of unconquered territory 
before the war is decided; because if 
we lose the war nothing matters. We 
shall have nothing to.:say.:The Ger- 


‘mans will determine the whole sub- 


ject for us. But if we win the. war, 
then, I say we should be arrant fools 


-4£ for our own sakes as a -United 


Kingdom, and for our great Domin- 
fons overscas, we did not insist on 
retaining the conquered German col- 
onies. I do not know whether it is 
eufficiently understood in this house 
what are the views that prevail in 
our Dominions. I know something

If our 
object is as the chanccllor of the ex- 
chequer said, peace and security, we 
must see that we not only obtain 
peace, but that we obtain a_ peace 
that is accompanied by sccurity that 
Germany will never be in a position 
to attack us or our Dominions 
through or from her conquered col- 
onies.” : 

Mr. McMaster has undoubtedly 
voiced the opinion overwhelming! 
held in all the self-governing British 
Dominions. General Smuts has al- 
ready given plain warning to Brit- 
{sh statesmen that South Africa will 
never consent to the return of the 
conquered German colonics in South- 
west Africa. Premier Hughes and 
other Australian leaders have stated 
the same thing in regard to the Ger- 
man colonies captured by Australia. 
And Canada, while perhaps not so 
vitally concerned, could, as Mr. Mc- 
Master says, hardly view with equan- 
{mity the return of Kiao Chau to the 
leaiser’s rule. If we win the war, the 
self-governing Dominions must be 
given a voice in deciding the disposi- 
tlon of Germany’s former colonial 
possessions. The future security of 
the Dominions is involved. - 

But, as Mr. McMaster pointed out, 
the right to decide the disposition of 
these colonies hangs in the balance 
fn France and Flanders. We must 
win in Europe or all our victories 
elsewhere will count for nought. If 
the return of these colonies to Ger- 
many will constitute a future © and 
continuing menace to. all the over- 
eas British Dominions, then these 

ominions must now renew their ef- 
forts and send further large armies 
to Europe to defeat the Hun. Only 
90 will the disposition of these col- 
onies, and the safeguarding of our 
own future, be a matter within our 
control.—Regina Leader.

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- “Manitoba Farm Loans 


$1,500,000 in Applications Have Been 

Received 
An interim report on the opera- 
tions of the Manitoba farm loans as- 
sociation up to December 31, 1917, 
was tabled in the Manitoba -legisla- 
ture by the provincial treasurer, Hon, 
Edward'Brown, ‘The report gave, 
figures tegarding the extent-of “the, 
business done, with comments ‘qn 
benefits alleged to have been gained 
y the efforts of the association... -.. 
“Applications approved up to~De- 
cember 31 totalled $1,569,900, of 
which $619,500 were paid out; 591 
applications ‘had been accepted. The 
cost.of the money loaned was 434%.: 
Ten borrowers were in arrears of, 
payments to the amount of $24441. 
The board*had sold 98 farm loan, 
bonds, amounting to $99,575, and 286 
savings deposit certificates. amount- 
ing to $118,525, Of the latter, 71 ‘had: 
been redeemed, leaving on hand 215, 
of the value of $84,675. The total: 
value of bonds and deposits was 30 
per cent. of the moncy loaned. 

The report further stated that indi- 
rect benefits accruing to the farmers 
have been very great, since loan and | 
mortgage companies were now re- | 
newing old loans at a rate of interest 
less than before by from onechalf to 
one and a half per cent. They ‘had; 
also adopted a new type of mortgage, | 
more favorable to the borrower ‘than 
the old type. A 

Another feature was that a great, 
number of farmers having unlenprov=| 
ed land were selling to experienced 
laborers or to men who-had  ‘been| 
renting improved farms, taking. a! 
very small cash payment, permitting ! 
the purchasers to retain a part of 
the loan from the association, 
taking a second mortgage for the 
balance of their equity. 

The report also mentioned many 
letters expressing appreciation of the 
farm loans system. 

Mr. Brown stated in the legislature 
that the total amount paid out.as at; 
the end of January was over $800,- 
000. The balance, $900,000, had al- 
ready been provided for by the asso- 
ciation being supplied with funds, 
and would be paid out within ‘the 
next two or three weeks. The reve- 
nue secured from sales of bonds was, 
only about 30 per cent. of the total 
amount loaned. Mr. Brown empha- 
sized the indirect benefits of the act 
upon an investment of $75,000,000 by 
mortgage companies. 

“The cnactment of the farm loans 
bill,” said Mr. Brown, “has arouse 
hostility on the part of mortgage 
companies and banks. Nevertheless 
the government would continue to. 
stand behind the farm loans associa- 
tion.”

to Encoyrage Breaking More % 
Land ae 


Hon, Valentine-Winkler has an- 
nounced that the provincial depart- 
ment of agriculfure is about... to 
launch ‘a campaign. of land breaking 
among the-farmers of Manitoba, 
which, it is anticipated, will increase 
the wheat production of 1919: by. 5,- 
000,000 bushels: A. “booster” ‘will: be 
appointed’ in every provincial ~ riding 
who will go among the farmers of 
his .constituency and scek’ “to ~€n- 
courage every land owner ‘to. break 
from five to ten acres at the least 
this summer. New bréaking always 
gives a better crop than old lan 
and if the 51,000 farmers of the pro- 
yince respond the added wheat yield 
will be enormous. 

It is calculated that even if some 
farmers cannot do any breaking, 
many others will turn over large 
areas and the average will be at 
least five acres cach. This would 
mean a total of 250,000 acres which, 
at a yield of 20 ‘bushcls per acre, 
would produce the five: million bush- 
els of added wheat crop. Such a 
boost to production would be most 
comforting to the allies and the em- 
pire next year, even if. the war is 
over, it is declared by the provincial 
authorities. ; 

Hon. Mr. Winkler said that the 
federal government “would share 
the expense of the campaign on a 
fifty-fifty basis. 


Province Would | 
Change Name 


New Brunswick Historical Society 
Asks That Acadia Be 
Adopted 
The New Brunswick Historical So- 
ciety. has: unanimously adopted a re- 
solution asking tha: the name of ‘the 
province be changed to Acadia. It is 
set forth that the yresent name is de- 
rived from a German state, that the 
prefix “new” is not scientific / since 
no colntry remains new, and that 
there is no resemblance physically 
between the European and the Cana- 
dian Brunswick. The old name of 
Acadia, adopted by the French from 
the Indians and applied to New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and part o 
Maine is represented to be the logical 
name for the province. It is his- 
torical, it is musical and is not Ger- 

man. 

Of course, the German association 
is the real trouble. New Brunswick 
was not named from any relation 
that the place or people had with the 
other Brunswick. The name was 
probably intended as a compliment 
to the British dynasty. But Mr. 
Waterburk, who moved the resolu- 
tion in St. Johr, pointed out that the 
king was getting rid of his German 
geographical titles and that was a 
precedent in favor. of the change he

Who Reads Novels? 


English Author Ascribes Chief In- 
terest to Women 


In England the public of the novel 
is’ almost exclusively feminine, Few 
men read novels, and a great many 
nothing at all, except the newspaper. 
They say that they are too busy, 
which is:absurd when- one reflects 
how busy is: the average woman, ‘The 
truth is‘ that they are: slack and ig- 
norant, : , GS 

They. have some historic: reason’ to 
despise the novel, for. it is quite true 
that the ninetcenth century, with 
few exceptions, such as. Thackeray, 
Jane Austen, Charlotte Bronte, Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne, Dickens, Scott, 
George Eliot, the three-volume novel 
was trash. It dealt generally with 
{some theoretical Polish hero, a high- 
born English maiden, cruel parents, 
and Italian skies. Right up to 1885 
that sort of thing used to arrive ev- 
ery morning in a truck at the lend- 
ing library, but if it still arrives in 
truckloads, it should not be forgotten 
that other novels arrive, too. 

That is what the men do not know. 
If they read at all you will find them 
solemnly taking in “The Remin- 
iscences of Mr. Justice X. Y. Z.” or 
“Shooting Gazelles in Bulbulland,” 
“Political Economics,” or “Economic 
Politics’ (it means much the same 
cither way up.) All that sort of 
thing—that frozen, dried-up, elderly 
waggishness, that.shallow pomp, is 
mentally murderous. 

Sometimes men do read novels, 
mostly detective stories, sporting or 
very sciitimental tales. When ob- 
served, they apologize and say some- 
thing about resting the brain, That 
means that they do not respect the 
books they read, which is base; it is 
like keeping low company, where 
one can yawn and put one’s boots on 
the sofa. Now no company is low 
unless you think it is. As soon as 
you realize that and stay, you your- 
self grow nattralized to it. Like- 
wise, if you read a book without fel- 
lowship ‘and respect for its author, 
you are outraging it. ; 

But mankind is stupid, and it 
would not matter very much that a 
few men should read novels in that 
shamefaced and patronizing way if 
they were not so open about it. If 
they do not apologize, they boast 
that they never read a novel; they 
imply superiority. Their feminine 
equivalent is the serious-minded girl 
who improves her mind with a book 
like “Vicious Viscounts of Venice,” 
if she reads novels at all, she holds 
that, like good wine, they improve 
with keeping and must be at least 
fifty years old. By that time the 
frivolous author may have redeemed 
his sins —W. L. George, in Harper's 
Magazine. 


Canadians Now 
Eat More Fish 


Well Over $50,000,000 Worth Mar- 
keted Last Year | 


$12,000,000 in the market value of 
Canadian fish during the year 1917, 
as compared with 1916, is shown by 
a stimmary of.the fishing results in 
the Dominion for the past year, is- 
sued by the naval department. The 
stimmary. states that the market val- 
ue' of the products of Canadian fish- 
eries for’ 1917 will be-well over $50,- 
000,000,. The chief ontributors to 
the large increase were the provinces 
of British Columbia and Nova Sco- 
tia, the former with an increase of 
‘$8,000,000 ‘and the latter with an in- 
crease of $4,000,000. The increase 
in the value of the fish, although 
partly due to increased prices, is not 
altogether so, for, the statement 
says, there has been a greater quan- 
tity of fish produced in most of the 
provinces. 

Ontario shows an increase of over 
$200,000 for the year. This was 
largely due to the increased catch of 
lake herring, which was about 80,- 
008 cwts. ercatgr than last year. The 
catch of whitefish, trout, and blue 
pickerel suffered a decrease. In Que- 
bec the cod catch was greater, but 
that of calmon, mackerel and herring 
declined somewhat. The higher 
prices made the value greater than 
during 1916. The Prairie Provinces 
increased both the value and the 
output of fish.

Benjamin Franklin 
On Daylight Saving. 


A Suggestion Made in a Humorous 
Skit a Century Ago Is 
Adopted Today 


Now, when in order to srofit by 
the sun’s morning light, we-are com- 
manded to advance our: -tiniepicces 
one hour, the views of Franklin on 
this subjcct, written more eftan a 
century ago, might be. of Shnterest. 


“Economical. Project,”’...a humorous 
bit practical skit, suggested by. his 
observatioy during his French  miis- 
sion of tlicMate hour of rising of his 
Parisian. friends. What is here quot- 
ed-is: taken from the very secent 
scholarly work of William. -Cabell 
Bruce, entitled, “Benjamin -Franklin 
Self-Revealed,” Volume II: 


“The Economical Project, is a 
happy combination of humor and 
prudential instruction, and was writ- 
ten about the time when the Quin- 
quet lamp was an object of | gen- 
eral public curiosity, An inquiry hhav- 
ing been started on one occasion in 
his presence, Franklin says, as to 
whether its brightness was not offsct 
by its lavish consumption of cil, he 
went lrome and to bed, three or four 
hours after midnight, with his head 
full of the subject. At about 6 in the 
morning he was awakened by a noise 
and was surprised to find his room 
full of light. At first he imagined 
that he was surrounded by a number 
of Quinquct lamps, but on rubbing 
his eyes he perceived that the light 
came in at the windows, ‘and. when 
he got up and looked out to see 
what caused it he saw the ‘sun just 
rising ‘above the horizon. His ser- 
vant had forgotten the preceding 
evening to close the shutters. Look- 
ing at his watch and- finding that it 


it something extraordinary that — the 
sun should rise so carly, he consulted 
an almanac and ascertained that it 
was just the hour for sunrise on that 
day, and, moreover, he learned from 
the almanac that the sun would rise 
still earlier every day till toward the 
end of June. His readers, he was 
sure, would be as much astonished 
as he was when they heard that the 


sun rises so early, and especially 
when he assured them that it gives 
light as soon as it rises. He was 


convinced of this. [He was certain of 
his fact. One cotld not be more cer- 
tain of any fact. On repatting his 
observation the three  foflowing 
mornings, he found always precisely 
the same result... . 

“On the strength of these facts, 
Franklin enters upon a_ series of 
elaborate calculations to demonstrate 
that, between the 20th of March and 
the 20th of September the Parisians, 
because of their habit of preferring 
candlelight in the evening ‘to ‘sun- 
light in the morning, had consumed 
64,050,000 pounds of candles, which, 
at an average price of 30 sols per 
tuor- 
.¢An dinmense sum! that the city 
of =Palis might save: every year by 


stead of candles! to-“say nothing of 
the period of the ycar during which 
the days are shorter. 

“For this discovery, Franklin fur- 
ther said that he demanded, neither 
place, pension, exclusive privilege 
nor any othér reward ivhatever.. He 
was looking only to the honor of it. 
He would not-deny, when he was 
assailed. by. little, envious minds, that 
the ancients knew that the stin tisea 
at certain hours.: They, too, possibly 
had almanacs, but it do¢s not follow 
that they knew that it gives light as 
soon: as it risés. That was what le 
claimed. as his discovery. It was 
certainly unknown to the moderns, at 
least to the Parisians; which to prove 
he need use but one plain, simple 
argument, It was impossible that a 
people as well instructed, judicious 
and prudent as any in the world, all 
professing to be lovers of economy, 
and subject -to onerous taxation, 
should have lived So long by the 
smoky, unwholesome and cnormous- 
ly expensive light of candles, if they 
had really known that they might 
have as much pure light of theffin 
for nothing.” 


Red Cross Girls 
. Made Fine Record 


The Last Women to Leave Several 
Towns Before the Germans 
; Entered 


Girls ‘attached to ~ one front-line 
unit of the British Red Cross made 
a fine record in the recent German 
offensive. At Roye they took. over 
the direction of military traffic, One 
girl in gray uniform was standing at 
the four corners directing columns of 
guns, cavalry, supply wagons and 
troops, thus preventing a traffic jam. 

The unit had been located at Grey- 
court, a few miles back of the lines, 
doing construction and relief worl, 
when -the offensive began. They 
were the last women to-leave sever- 
al towns before the Germans enter- 
ed, and were on duty in half a dozen 
villages, widely separated, when word 
came of the German advance. They 
aided hundreds of refugees: to the 
railheads, and established a tempor- 
ary kitchen in one town, iceding 25 
British soldiers who had not catcn 
for hours.

Now he exclaims: “What have I not 
done to. preserve the ‘world: . from 
these horrors!” Students of ‘the kai- 
ser’s psychology will not fail. to. note 
that he takes up the role of :peace- 
loving and melancholy philosopher 
when: things are not going’ well for 
the. German arms. A month.ago he 
was sounding a jubilant’ note. “He 
stood then at one of “the great mo- 
ments in history,” when the German 
sword was about to hew all his ene- 
mies in pieces. But these deep moral 
contradictions are of less interest 
than the question. of fact which the 
kaiser raises. We know a great deal 
more now than we did in July, 1914, 
about what he :didand failed’ to do 
to prevent the world war. 


On the heels of Prince, Lichnow- 
sky’s revelations, there. came a state- 
ment by another ‘prominent German 
which threw a‘lurid light-on ‘the’ kai- 
ser’s ‘professions. This man is-Dr. W. 
Muhlon,.a director of Krupp’s at the 
outbreak of the war. For _reasona 
that will seem obvious after his pub- 
lic assertions, ,he is now-living “in 
Switzerland. His disclosures give us

In it he spoke of the “gricvous sins” 
committed by Germany in the war, 
and wrote as follows regarding her 
rulers: on 
“Since the first days of 1917 I have 
abandoned all hope as regards the 
present leaders of Germany. The_of-.

our war aims, the unrestricted subma- 
rine war, the deportations from Bel- 
gium, the system..tic destruction: ‘in 
France, the torpedoing of English 
hospital ships; -have so discredited

farmer and his wife to get the. most 
up-to-date and scientific equipment 
for. their butter-making.

In this “war. one man dies from 
discase to every ten from _ bullets. 
This war. is proportionately less 
wasteful of life than any other in 
history. — 

Only 10 per cent. of all Canadians 
disabled for further service have been 
physically unable to engage in their 
former occupations, ; ‘ 

If your boy is one of the ten per 
cent. the government will re-educate 
him in another vocation at which he 
can earn a living.
